Thus did Bizet mingle terror with joy. 

On taking a survey of the work asa 
whole, one is struck by its dramatic 
force, by its variety of melody, by its 
ard by the 
strength and skill of its characteriza 


tlon. Bizet makes frequent use of an} 
unusual musical interval known to 
musical theorists as the ‘superfluous 
second.” This interval Is pecuilar to 


gypsy music, hence its appearanco in} 
the score 

Bizet died at midnight on June 2-3, 
1875. in his 37th year, as the curtain 
was lowered on the 33rd performance 
of his masterpiece at the Paris Opera. 
He never knew how successful hie 
opera was to be as it Is by Carmen 
alone that he must surely ive. Ir the 
little that he accomplished Rizot 
achieved much; giving to music the 
most original and successful opera of 
his day, of which Tschalkowsky wrote 
{n 1880: “I consider ‘Carmen’ one of 
those rare compositions which se@ms 
most strongly in Itself the 
musical tendencies of a whole senera- 
tion, . - Tam convinced that ten 
years hence !t will be the most popular 
opera in the world.’ The prophecy 
has come quite nearly, if not actually, 


true.

The theft of about 120 cases of 
Corby's special rye whiskey from a 
loaded car of the fluid as it stood 
on the Grand Trunk Pacific tracks 
at Tofield; the latter peyment of 30 
cases of whiskey, worth $1,200 in 
cash, which was to represent value 
us part payment of the purchase of 
a Tofield pool room and the later | 
arrest of four Tofield men charged | 
with theft and receiving, are the out- 
standing features of a Case now being 
heard in the provincial police court 
by Magistrate George B. McLeod, 

The men, arrested by Constable R. 
Morrison, of Tofileld, are James | 
Sager, G. T. P. car repairer, of To 
field, charged with theft; W. A. Hos- | 
ler, also a car repairer at the same 
place and arrested on sim lar charge; 
Harold West, G. T. P, telegraph oper- 
ator, who is charged with theft under | 
$10, and Frank Mahaffey, owner of | 
the Tofield pool room, since charged | 
with receiving stolen propert ty, to wit, 
thirty cases of Corby's rye | 

Serer and Hosleys, it is alleged, have 
both signed a written confession of 
their gui ind have been remanded 
for trial. The hearing of the charges 
against Mahaffey and West are both | 
proceeding. 

It appears that the theft took place 
about Monday, December 8th, when a 
carload of Corby's” rye, consigned 
from the Corby company, of Corby- 
ville, to government vendors at Cal 
gary, was sidetracked at Tofield The 
knowledge of the fact be ne known 
to Sager when the thefi occurred, 
to later be followed by the appear- 
ane of Sager before Pool Room Prop- 
rietor Mahaffey. 

“How much will you take for your 
pool room?" Sager is said to have 
questioned. Sixteen hundred dollars 

as the price arranged after the con- 
sultation, whereupon details were 
drawn up whereby Mahaffey was to | 
receive 30 cases of the whiskey, valu- 
ed at $1,200, as first payment for | 
the pool room, the balance to %e paid 
in Heu notes within a period of three 
months. Deeds were accordingly at- | 
ranged, Sager receiving a receipt fcr | 
the $1,200 as though it had been 
paid in cash. 

It is said that when the whiskey 
was first delivered to Mahaffey that 
it was placed in the granary uider 
a bin of oats and that the exp2c.ancve 
of trouble later had caused the re-) 
moval of the ‘booze’ to a snow banh 
in the bush and the burning of ths 
wooden cases in which it had been 
contained. Tags which had seacd 
the cases have since beegi found in 
the debris which followed the burn- 
ing. 

This partial clearing up of ihe 
theft came as a result of the intoxica- 
tion of Sager, who apparently, had 
found temptation too great. Appear- 
ing before Justice of the Peace M. S. 
Smith, at Tofield, on December 19th, 
the accused was co ted and was 
sentenced to stay tn jail unti 1 he toid 
where ho had received the liquor; 
fine not to exceed three months. On 
Deember 22nd, Chief Justice Harvey 
granted a writ of habeas corpus to 
the accused who, however, was later | 
re-arrested.

‘‘Free’’ Trade Or Monopoly? 


The report of the commission 
which has been investigating the 
coal producing and selling business 
of the province is commendably | 
brief. But brevity does not ap- 
pear to have been secured by om-! 
itting attention to any detail of 
the subject; and the report sug 
gests a comprehensive and some- 
what radical change in policy, in 
the direction of bringing the whole 
process of producing and distrib- 
uting coal under official control. 

The recommendations dealing! 
with the housing and accommoda-| 
tion of miners, with measures to 
increase their safety, with adver-| 
tising and otherwise trying to de-} 
velop the outside market for Al-' 
berta coal, and with kindred mat-| 
ters connected with raining and 
marketing, are all in keeping with 
the idea of preserving satisfactory 
conditions at the point of output | 
and of finding more customers for 
the measureless fuel supplies of 
the province, and will doubtless! 
meet with the general approval| 
they deserve. 

It is not so certain that the pro- 
posal to establish a permanent coal 
commission with the powers sug- 
gested will equally recommend it- 
self to public opinion, To add the} 
cost of another commission to the 
already sufficient burdens of the| 
taxpayers, or to the already too- 
sufficient price of coal. is not in 
itself an attractive proposition, | 
The Publie Utilities commission is 
not an overworked body, and, 
night without injury to its other 
duties be ealled upon to adminster | 
such laws and regulations as are 
neeessary in connection with the| 
couduet of the coal business. | 

That it is necessary or wise to| 
confer upon a controlling commis: | 
sion the vast powers proposed will 
require some proof. To say that 
no one may open a new coal mine! 
in the provinee without the consent | 
of a commission would be placing 
very large powers in the hands of 
that body. The immediate effect 
would be to give the mines already 
in existence a monopoly, both of 
the market within the provinee and 
of the outside market that has thus 
far been acquired, 

Such monopoly conld not in the!

unless the commission were also! 
clothed with absolute powers to! 
regulate the whole process of pro- 
ducing and marketing coal from 
the working face to the consumer's 
bin, including the power to dictate} 
wages and prices, distribution and | 
delivery.
